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Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 6/3/05 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

Applicant argues there is no indication that the DQSW is received from the 
responding node 43 and that the DQSW is generated by the memory controller 41 
during a write operation; the examiner respectfully disagrees. Lee discloses in 
response to a read operation request generated from the memory controller 41 (after 
receiving the signal from the requesting node), the DDR SDRAM 45 of the memory 
module 43 (DDR SDRAM is within the within the memory module 43, col. 5, II. 42-43) 
generates a strobe signal DQS (indicating the presence of data) within the DQSW 
window (within predetermined period of time, time period VDQSWIN1-2) to the 
memory controller 41 (col. 5, II. 38-48 and col. 6, II. 14-16). 

During the time period VDQSWIN1-2, the DQSW controls the latching of data 
(DQSW is low); outside of this time period, DQSW signal is high, deactivation of the 
DQSW signal (high) disables the latching of data to memory controller 41 . No 
transmission of data occurs outside of the DQWS window.
